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New Mexico through their labor, industry, businesses and

purchasing power; and

WHEREAS, Asians are contributing their unique culture,

customs and traditions to the already richly diverse culture of

New Mexico;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE STATE

OF NEW MEXICO that February 8, 2007 be declared "Asian American

Day" at the senate.
